EJ school board to hear building recommendations 


After more than a year’s worth ot 
meetings and research, the East Jor- 
dan Public School's Facility Review 
Committee is ready to make its rec- 
ommendations to the East Jordan 
Board of Education. 

A special meeting has been sched- 
uled for Wednesday, June 5, for the 
committee to present their findings to 
the board. 

The meeting will be held at the East 
Jordan High School Auditorium at

6:30 p.m. 

The committee. comprised of a 
group of citizens, has met regularly 
to review enrollment and program 
growth in the district in recent 
months. 

Enrollment numbers in recent years 
have exceeded expectations, increas- 
ing class sections especially at the 
elementary school, and creating a 
space crunch at all three school build- 
ings. 


a East Jordan fifth-graders make 
the flag into art for their final project 


Each year the fifth grade students at East Jordan Elementary create a legacy 
to leave behind for students who will follow. That legacy has traditionally 
taken the form of a permanent piece of art, the content of which ideally ex- 
presses something special about that class, and that fifth grade year. 

This year, students, under the direction of art instructor Paula Vollbach, have 
continued the tradition. Students chose pop artist Jasper Johns as their model, 
and, following Johns’ interest in flags, decided to interpret the various forms of 
the American flag over our nation’s history. The project, said Vollbach, was 
imbued with special meaning this year, in light of Sept. 11 and its aftermath. 

The students selected the eight most well-known American flags, interpret- 
ing each as a piece of art, utilizing eight different “pop art” techniques. 

Flags interpreted range from 1775's “Continental Colors,” with the British 
Union Jack in place of the now-traditional stars, to the modern 50-star flag 
laid over the haunting images of 9/11. Artistic methods utilized range from 
carved and painted styrofoam to wallpaper mosaic to a recycled pop can re- 


lief. 


More than 100 students from four classes participated in the creation of 
each individual flag. Each flag measures 48 by 32 inches, and has been cus- 
tom-framed and permanently hung in the school media center. 

The long-term effects the project will have on the students will likely be 
permancnt as well. The creation, said one fifth-grader, “makes me proud.”

NORTHERN INSIGHTS _ 


Here comes the sun 


By DR. STEVEN HUFFORD, OPT ‘OMETRIST 


Summer has finally arrived here in the north and with it the bright sun. The 
sun has many different wave lengths of light with some being harmful to the 
eye. The most dangerous component is the ultra violet radiation. 

Exposure of the eye to UV light is cumulative over our lifetime and can 
cause photochemical damage to the lens and retina. 

Water activities cause double exposure, with light coming directly from 
the sun and also reflected back up off the surface of the water. 

It is easy to protect your cyes fram these harmful segments of light with 
sunglasses. However, not all sunglasses are created equal. They vary greatly 
in radiation protection, optical quality, light transmission and anti-reflection 
quality. 

Here is what to look for when picking a pair to fit your needs: 

UV protection - good sunglasses should stop 99 percent of UVA and 100 
percent of UVB. 

Polarized lenses - These are designed to eliminate glare at certain angles 
of reflected light. Polarized lenses are undoubtedly the finest lenses for glare 
reduction. They are produced by sandwiching polarizing film between two 
tinted lenses. Since this process is very complex these lenses are more ex- 
pensive than other sunglasses but certainly worth it. 

Transitions - These lenses change with the amount of light to which they 
are exposed. Many people with the goal of one pair of glasses prefer transi- 
tions. They darken when exposed to the sun and lighten indoors. Now they 
are available in plastic which reduces the weight of the photo chromic lenses. 

The most important thing to remember is that the sunlight is bad for your 
unprotected eyes and that the damage is cumulative over your lifetime. 

Good sunglasses will accomplish this protection and bad sunglasses are 
worse than no sunglasses at all.
